For two hours after the verdict had 
been announced a crowd of people re­ 
mained discussing the case on the side­ 
walks and in the roads about the court­ 
house and Jail. The unanimous opinion 
seemed to be the verdict was a just one 
and the tru th had prevailed. 
To illustrate the consummate nerve 
and nonchalance of the convicted man, 
after he had been taken over to the 
Jail following the retirem ent of the jury 
he turned to Sirols and one of the other 
officers w ith the rem ark: "Let s play a 
gam e of cards on the result.” 
Court opened an hour earlier than us­ 
ual to give Mr. Erwin time to close 
his argum ent for the defense, which 
had already lasted two days. He began 
by pointing out that the loan H arry 
H ayw ard had made to Miss Ging had 
not been attacked in the evidence ex­ 
cept by the word of Claus Blixt. The 
validity of this loan was the citadel of 
the defense. It was evident that had the 
police m achinery been properly set in 
motion the m ystery surrounding Miss 
Ging’s behavior would have been solved 
and in a m anner consistent with the 
noble character of the girl. At the same 
time it would have relieved this "inno­ 
cent m an from the charge under which 
he now rests.” Mr. Erwdn then devoted 
himself to the alibi and claimed that 
all of H arry’s time when he was in­ 
volved by Blixt’s testim ony had been 
satisfactorily accounted for. 
In closing he said this is the most mon­ 
strous persecution in the history. “If 
you are in obedience to the pressure 
brought on you to tear down all the 
rules of law, if fanaticism and the mon­ 
strosity of this alliance between the per­ 
jurer and the m urderer are to influence 
you, then tell your artisans to remove 
from all our domes the statue of jus­ 
tice. Take down your flag, the flag of 
your republic, the red and white and 
blue. 
Take it down—the old flag of 
freedom—and bid your officers rear in 
its place th a t polished black face of 
perjury. You, gentlemen of the jury— 
you are in the hands of God. No power 
can m ar or overthrow your verdict. Be­ 
ware that you do not betray the con­ 
science of this nation.” 
It took Judge Smith forty m inutes to 
read his charge to the jury. 
He de­ 
clared that the verdict m ust be guilty 
as charged or not guilty. If the defend­ 
ant was guilty it was prem editated. The 
judge intimated th at there could be no 
verdict of guilty less than m urder in 
the first degree. He then explained the 
reasonable doubt theory at great length. 
He continued: 
“To what extent the defense has dis­ 
credited Blixt’s testimony is for you, 
gentlemen, to say. They say his testi­ 
mony was conflicting, and you have a 
right to take into consideration the con­ 
dition of Blixt’s mind th at night. It is 
necessary for you to be satisfied that 
Blixt killed Miss Ging. 
Second, that 
Hayward incited. If you are satisfied 
th at Blixt killed the girl, you may pro­ 
ceed ; if not, do not consider the verdict 
further. 
But if H arry did incite, as 
charged, your verdict will be guilty. 
“The state is not relying on circum­ 
stantial evidence, but has the positive 
testimony of Blixt th at he killed Miss 
Ging, and the positive statem ent of 
Adry Hayward, a few days before the 
murder, that H arry said he was going 
to kill her. This testimony is also sup-

New York, March 9.—The skull found 
in a cellar has been positively identified 
as that of little Susie Martin, whose 
m utilated trunk was found on the night 
of March 19, 1894, in the cellar of 517 
W est Thirtieth street. When the body 
of the girl was found it was evident 
th at it had been boiled. 
An exam ina­ 
tion of the skull showed th at it, too had 
been boiled. A dent In the left temple 
of the skull led the police to believe 
th a t the child had been struck there 
with some blunt instrum ent and the 
fractured skull 
was 
the 
immediate 
cause of her death. 
The head was 
wrapped in a towel and a cloak. 
The 
cloak was the one worn by Susie Mar­ 
tin when her parents last saw 
her 
The police are greatly concerned over 
the discovery and detectives from the 
central office, as well as the precinct 
detectives, are again at work on the 
case. 


PREY ON ILLINOIS MEN. 


New York, March 9.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, says: 
"Congressional

proof that though the rate of exchange 
rises to and even above the shipping 
point gold does not go out have pro­ 
duced a much better feeling. Prices do 
not improve, and there is on the whole 
no gain but some loss in wages, while 
strikes of 15,0000 coal miners near 
Pittsburg and several thousand build­ 
ing workers, besides strikes in ten or 
twelve textile and iron establishments, 
further lessen purchasing power for the 
time. But there is anticipation of im­ 
proved demand for goods in general, 
and many are m anufactured, and there 
is buying beyond the present needs on 
the strength of it. 
"Cotton has risen one-quarter from 
the lowest point on record, though re­ 
ceipts have been 101,629 bales, against 
53,452 last year for the week. The rise 
is due to the belief that acreage will ba 
reduced this year,, but stocks In sight 
are so large as to make a sustained ad­ 
vance difficult. W heat has risen three- 
eighths of a cent because of rumored 
injury to grain in some states. Receipts 
for the week are nearly as large as last 
year, but in February 4,910,446 bushels, 
against 7,075,909 last year, with Atlantic 
exports 2,982,670, against 3,120,200 last 
year. Stocks in sight are enormous and 
western accounts make the stock of 
wheat in farm ers’ hands very large. 
Corn has declined a quarter, though re­ 
ceipts are not half last year’s, with ex­ 
ports insignificant. 
Pork, 
lard, 
and 
hogs are a shade higher, and beef has 
advanced to the highest 
point since 
July. 
"Three causes help the iron industry 
for the time—expectations of another 
great strike at the coke works, reports 
th at Bessemer ore will advance, and a 
moderate increase in demand for pro­ 
ducts. 
The increase in demand is on 
the whole small, much of It due to much 
building throughout the country, and 
some to better orders for sheets and 
wire nails, while wire rods and plates 
are in fair demand, but prices have 
not advanced. 
Copper has been de­ 
pressed by competition to 9 1-2 cents for 
lake and lead is offered more freely at 
3.1 cents, while American makers of 
tinplate are putting prices sometimes 
lower than those of sim ilar imported 
plates. 
"Strikes to resist 
the 
reduction in 
wages in several textile works and re­ 
ductions effected in some others by no 
means contradict the accounts th at the 
mills are receiving somewhat better or­ 
ders. Prices of goods are low and print 
cloths have fallen to 2.44 cents below 
any former record. The rise in cotton 
helps the goods m arket this week, but it 
is not guaranteed to last. 
Sales of 
wool have been 4,858,300 pounds, almost 
half foreign, against 5,150,300 last year, 
only a quarter foreign. 
"Exchanges through clearing houses 
are 7.9 per cent larger than last year* 
but 22.6 per cent sm aller than in 1893, 
which for the first week of a month 
shows little gain. 
Liabilities of fail­ 
ures in February am ount to $11,250,122, 
against $17,895,670 last year, $3,619,782. 
being in m anufacturing. 
Failures for 
the week have been 234 in the United 
States, against 248 last year, and 58 in 
Canada, against 60 last year.”

The Present Plan is Entirely Different 
From The Original and Men Who

Majority Rules Conscience. 


John M. Whitehead pointed out the 
defects in the jury system at the last 
meeting of the Beloit Civic club. The 
Janesville attorney followed John C. 
Rood, of 
Beloit, and spoke of the 
qualifications of a juryman in a fed­ 
eral court. 
The law requires that 
men ever guilty of treasonable conduct 
shall be debarred from federal jury 
duty service, and he thinks it wise 
that they should be when the socialis­ 
tic tendencies of the day are consid­ 
ered. 
The present jury system has been 
entirely transformed from the origi­ 
nal plan. 
Then a juryman was se­ 
lected because of what he knew in the 
case. 
Now a citizen is disqualified if 
he knows anythibg about the case io 
question, and many are led to think 
he knows anything any way. Yet the 
most objectionable feature of our jury 
laws, Is the required unanimity in 
rendering a verdict. 
A juryman is 
sworn to be governed 
by his con­ 
science and then he is Bhut up until 
his conscience is controlled by the ma­ 
jority, at least that’s the idea. 
If 
anything can be done to improve the 
ey item it would be to let a majority 
render a verdict. 
Mr. 
Whitehead 
spoke of the custom in Chicago of 
watching a jury by detectives, show­ 
ing how suspicious both sides are of 
that body in big cases. 
Q uality, N ot Q u an tity. 
A jury should understand that it is 
not the amount of teal imony in a case 
but its character which should give 
weight. 
A good juryman will use his 
common sense in deciding his charac­ 
ter of evidence. 
He spoke of the 
growing tendency to find and allow 
large damages against rich corpora­ 
tions and beleived that such findings 
are dangerous to the people’s rights. 
Most damage cases are tried by attor­ 
neys on shares and ‘.here grows a de­ 
termination to win cases which would 
not 
prevail 
were 
the 
con­ 
siderations 
not 
so 
great 
to 
lawyers. 
Yet he knew no remedy for 
this nniess it is laws limiting the lia­ 
bility. 
The spirit of socialism is scar­ 
ing the public conscience to counts 
nae ce injustice against rich corpora­ 
tions. 
Right is right, whether a citi­ 
zen be poor or rich. 
The conduct of 
the people in law 
and more especially in criminal mat­ 
ters, reflects the moral tone of the 
public. 
In sections where lynchings 
are common, a low tone of public mo­ 
rals exists. 
Lawyers are slow to want new laws 
created because their work is based on 
precedents.
